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MEMORANDA. 


Lrade.—The imports during September were valued at £3,611,247, which 
shows an increase of £565,343, as compared with the corresponding 
month of last year. For the nine months there was an increase of 
£4,389,955, or 18 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct 
oversea imports during September amounted to £2,180,649, as compared 
with £1,690,397 in 1906; the total for the nine months was 
£15,114,920, an increase of £2,194,844 over the corresponding figures 
for 1906. There were increases in most of the principal articles, more 
especially in apparel and soft goods, hats and caps, metal manufactures, 


machines, and timber. Sugar shows a falling-off. 


The oversea exports for September amounted to £2,369,518, and show 
a decrease of £886,569, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the nine months there was an increase in the oversea exports 
of £1,733,872, or nearly 9 per cent., as compared with last year. Nearly 
all the principal articles show large increases, the exceptions being 
horses, leather, meats, skins, and timber. Separating merchandise from 
gold, the exports of the former during the nine months increased by 
£4,711,261, but the latter decreased by £2,976,389. 


Minerai Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the third quarter of 1907 amounted to £2,175,892, and. 
during the first nine months to £5,890,918, which show increases of 
£423,362 and £1,498,976 respectively, as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of last year. All the minerals show increases, the largest 
being in silver-lead, and coal. The gold yield during September was 
16,055 oz. crude, equal to 14,125 oz. fine, valued at £60,000. During the 
nine months of 1907 there has been a decrease in the value of gold 
produced of £56,969, as compared with the corresponding period of last 


year. 
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Value of Production.—The estimated value of the production from each 
industry during the year 1906 is shown hereunder. The value 
represents the amount received by the producer. For purposes of 
comparison the figures for 1905 are appended :—

In both primary and manufacturing industries there were large 
increases during the year, due to increased production and higher prices: 
The total value is far in excess of that for any former year, and the 
average return per head of population, £35 &s. 10d., is also the highest 
on record. Primary industries returned £27 12s. 5d. per head, or £155 
per square mile. 


Prices.—The general index number for September was higher than for 
August, due principally to the increased price of breadstuffs. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,294; for metals, 1,419 ; and for all 
articles, 1,327. The fall in metals continued during the month, while 
pastoral products remained practically stationary ; but breadstutis 
showed an advance of 7:5 per cent. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during September was considerably below the 
average, especially in the coastal districts, where several stations recorded 
no rain at all. The temperature was, generally speaking, above the 
average. 


Land Selections.—During September 146 new settlers applied for 83,989 acres. 
Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers has been 
1,918, and the area applied for 1,260,467 acres. The original area set 
apart for residential settlement since the 1st January has been 1,101,122 
acres, representing 847 blocks.
